THE 
DEMOCRATIC 
RULES 


NOW IN FORCE FOR GOVERN- 
MENT OF DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 


Regulating the Democratic County 


Committee, Filling Vac»nci«», 


Etc. 


1. Organization. The representa- 


tive and authoritative body of the 
Democratic party of Adams county, 
Pa., shall consist of one County Com- 
mittee and such other subordinate 
committees as may be provided for 
by the body from time to time as- 
sembled. 


2. Authority. 
The County Com- 


mittee of Adams county is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to make 
such Rules to be operative for the 
selection and organization of 
the 


members thereof, not inconsistent 
with the Rules of the Democratic 
State Committee of Pennsylvania 
and the laws, as shall be necessary 
for its government and the promo- 
tion of the interests of the party; 
provided, however, that such Rules 
shall not become effective until and 
unless approved by the Executive 
Committee of the Democratic party 
of Pennsylvania. 


3. Representation in County Com- 


mittee. 
The Democratic Committee 


of Adams county shall consist of two 
representatives from each township, 
borough and ward where the borough 
is divided into two or more wards, 
and shall be selected by the electors 
of such election district as provided 
by law, and for each additional 50 
Democratic votes over 100 there, shall 
be one additional committeeman, to 
be determined by the number of 
votes cast at the last gubernatorial 
election, 


4. Meetings. The Chairman of the 


Democratic Committee of Adams 
county shall issue a call each year by 
personal letter to each committee- 
man, said letter to be mailed at least 
five days before the date set for the 
meeting and by advertisement in on 
newspaper in the county. This call 
shall be made so that the committee 
shall assemble within two weeks af- 
ter the time of the holding of the fall 
primary, and •within thirty days after 
the time of the holding of the spring- 
primary. 
Should the Chairman tail 


to call the meetings as herein before 
provided then ten of the members of 
the committee may themselves call 
the meeting bv giving notice in the 
same manner as above provided to 
be given by the Chairman. 
Special 


meetings may be called at any time 
upon request in writing trom one- 
fourth or the members of the Com- 
mittee, and special meetings may be 
called by the Chairman at any time 
when he deems It necessary. Electee 
members of the committee ma}- be 
represented at meetings if for any 
cause they cannot themselves _be 
present upon the presentation of 
proper substitution signed by the 
member designating who shall serve 
in his sread. provided such substitute 
must be a Democratic elector of the 
district for which the substitution is 
made. 


5. Election of Chairman. Upon the 


convening of a newly- elected County 
Committee Its first duty shall be. ai- 
ter the call to order, to' elect the 
count}* chairman to serve until the 
time of the subsequent elected com- 
mittee, or until his successor Is duij 
elected. 


6. Election of Secretary and Treas- 


urer. The Treasurer of the' County 
Committee shall be elected at such 
time as Its chairman and serve for 
the same term. Tht Chairman shal 
designate a Secretary to the Count} 
Committee, -who' shall also be Secre- 
tary to the Executive Committee. 


7. Place of Meeting. The Demo- 


cratic Committee of Adams Count} 
shall hold its meeting in Gettysburg 
Pa.

The 


County Executive Committee shal 
consist of nine members as follows 
the Chairman. Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the County Committee, the 
member of the State Central Com- 
mittee and five additional members 
to be appointed by the County Chair- 
man. Meetings

Committee shall be held upon call o 
the Chairman. In the event of Ex- 
ecutive Committees in other counties 
In the Congressional, Senatorial anc

proximity to the Panama Canal. The 
nterest of Germany, or German 
speaking companies, to be exact.

What It Msans to Move snd Feed and 


Form In Fighting Line- 


In the nonzuiiiiary naia'l there is only 


a vague idea as to the space required 
for an army corps. 


According to a German writer, a Ger- 


man army corps consists of 43,000 men, 
1-3,000 horse? a^d ±.400 vehicles, in- j 
eluding the cannon- Such a body of 
men and their belongings on a single 
road make a procession about thirty 
miles long. 


Even when in fairly close touch with 


the enemy the 1-encth of a corps is 
about fifteen wiles, and when the front 
delachraents 'become engaged in a bat- 
tle it is five or six hours before the 
men in the rear get into action to as- 
sist them. 


An army of ten corps would Sght on 


a front about thirty-seven miles long, 
and a man who undertook to walk 
from one wing to the other would re- 
quire twelve or fourteen hours to do It 


Aa army corps consumes nearly 300,- 


000 pounds of food a day, about 100,- 
000 pounds for the men and 200,000 
pounds for the horses. Even under the 
most favorable conditions it requires a 
train of 150 wagons to bring up a day's 
food.

pavements which at very moderate cost 
can be.made a big Improvement over 
the old ones. 


And-now comes the question as to 


how the resurfacing, is done—the meth- 
ods followed in communities where un- 
questioned success has been achieved. 


The first essential in work of this 


character is that the old pavement 


filled from sub-base to surface with 
hydraulic concrete. 


To secure perfect adhesion between 


the foundation and the asphaltic top, 
the brick or concrete should receive a 
paint coat composed of equal parts of 
commercial naphtha and asphalt ce- 
ment, applied at the rate of not more- 
than one gallon per square yard of 
surface. 
• If a surface beater is available, it 
will pay to warm up the street before, 
the paint coat is applied. 
Dust or 


dampness prevents proper adhesion of 
the paint coat to the brick or concrete. 
Fill all depressions with the concrete 
or binder; tiien clean and apply the 
paint coat 
. 


As soon;as the lighter parts of the 


paint coat have evaporated, and, before 
it has had a chance to accumulate dust 
and dirt, the .surface mixture should 
be placed and rolled. Either sheet as- 
phalt or asphaltic concrete, each of 2 
inches in thickness, may form the new 
wearing surface- " '-

In one case where very success- 
ful resurfacing of this description has 
been done the asphalt top ranges from 
2 inches at the crown to 1 inch at the 
curb; but so thin a wearing surface, 
eren at the curb line, is not recom- 
mended as safe practice.

streets. Experience shows that it may 
be undertaken'.with the assurance, that 
the investment will be a paying one in 
dollars, in comfort, and in the added 
attractiveness of our streets.

Practically all the arctic expeditions^ 


from Sir John Ross to Sir John. Frank- 
lin were fitted out most of all to find! 
the northwest passage '. The passage 
"was found during the search for th& 
lost party of Sir John Franklin, but 
it was, never traversed by a ship till 
Amundsen took his little boat, the 
GJoa, through it in August, 1905. 


The attempts to make the northeast 


passage began with the hardy-Dutch 
sailor -Barents in 1595,. whose party-- 
was the first to spend the dark winter- 
night * in the arctic "in moat greate- 
'cold and extreme ^miserie." The only 
achievement of .the northeast passage- 
-prior to Vilkitskl'e success .in. 1914-15. 
.w.as.by Baron, A. E.. Kordensjold, who- 
.sailed from Tromsoe with'his Swedish, 
expedition in June, 1878, triumphed; 
over the great obstacle of Cape Chel- 
.yuskin and was within 120 miles of" 
: Bering strait when /winter closed upoa, 
frfori: He entered Bering strait in July,. 
1879, thirteen months from the time he? 
sailed.—Cyrus C. Adams in New Tort;
